ANNOUNCEMENT. 


In 1899 the Bureau of Soils, of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, made a soil survey of the principal tobacco districts of the Connecticut 
Valley and predicted from the examination of the soil, and the quality of the 
leaf produced, that the Sumatra type of tobacco could be grown on some of the 
soils. In 1900 the Department effected, through the Bureau of Soils, an 
agreement for cooperation with the Connecticut Experiment Station, and about 
one-third of an acre of Sumatra tobacco was grown under shade on the Station 
grounds with fairly satisfactory results. 

From the experience gained in this experiment, a larger demonstration of 
the commercial possibilities of growing this leaf was made in the season of 
1901 through the cooperation of thirteen farmers of the Connecticut Valley in 
the cultivation of 41 acres under shade, 35.88 acres being Sumatra and the rest 

- Connecticut Havana seed. In order that the results of this investigation might _— 
be known, and the public fully informed as to the commercial value of the aon 
product, the Department reserved the right to offer the tobacco for sale. 

The names of the growers who have participated in this investigation are

The Secretary of Agriculture invited a number of prominent tobacco 
brokers of New York and Philadelphia to serve as a committee to advise the 
Department as to the best method of disposing of the product and to get a 
wide expression of opinion as to the commercial value of the leaf, and Hon. 
E. Stevens Henry, Member of Congress from the First District of Connecticut, 
was invited to serve as chairman of the committee. The committee consists of 
Hon. E. Stevens Henry, Rockville, Conn., chairman; M. E, Flaherty, Steven G. 
Ruth, 8S. M. Seymour, Capt. Darius Ferry, James Ertheiler, New York, and 
Herman G. Vetterlein, Philadelphia. 

The committee recommended that the tobacco be sold at public auction 
in order to insure the greatest and widest possible distribution and the fullest 
possible expression of opinion from leaf dealers and cigar manufacturers as to 
the commercial value of the leaf. 

In accordance with this advice and with the expressed desire of the 
growers, the tobacco is to be sold at public auction in Hartford, Conn., on 
Thursday, May 1, 1902, at 1 o'clock. The Department gets no financial 
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returns from this sale, and is solely interested in the results as indicating the 
judgment of the trade as to the commercial value and desirability of the leaf 
for wrapper purposes. 

Samples of the leaf will be shown on April 30, and on the morning of 
May 1. Samples have been submitted to prominent leaf dealers, brokers, and 
cigar manufacturers, and it is believed that this tobacco will be found in every 
way equal to the imported Sumatra and superior to it in some respects. 

The tobacco has been carefully fermented by the bulk method used in 
Sumatra; it has been carefully assorted into different lengths and colors, and 
so far as possible the different grades have been packed together in bales of 
Sumatra style, except the bottom leayes having a dull color, which have been 
made into carrots and packed in Cuban style The leaves are of a medium size, 
and of uniform color, with small veins, so that the whole side of the leaf may 
be used for cigar wrappers. They are thin, but very elastic and cover well. 
The taste is excellent, having none of the bitter taste frequently possessed by 
the imported Sumatra leaf. It burns with a white ash without flaking and 
without coaling. In this respect it could hardly be excelled. Cigars wrapped 
with the leaf have a desirable gloss and finish, and the colors have held per- 
fectly on cigars that have been kept for two months. 

There are of course differences in the different crops, but so far as possible 
the different grades of leaf have been packed together according to the best 
judgment of the Department experts. The bales have then been sampled by 
a sworn sampler, and these samples will be on exhibition. 

While it is recognized that the entire quantity of tobacco offered for sale 
is comparatively small, it is believed that many manufacturers will wish to 
pur chase one or a few bales for triai if they understand that the prospect now 
is that there will be about 800 acres of this tobacco grown in the coming 
season from which they can obtain a sufficient quantity to maintain brands of 
cigars of uniform style of covering. 

The tobacco has been grown under the direction and absolute control of 
the experts of the Department of Agriculture, and has by them been fermented, 
assorted, graded, and baled according to the most improved methods pertain- 
ing to this style of leaf. 

In calling attention to this product the Department desires merely to 
obtain an expression of opinion from as many sources as possible of the com- 
mercial value of the product, and the responsibility of the Department as 
regards the crop ceases with this notice of the sale. The growers have 
assumed all résponsibility for the delivery of the product, and all transactions 
arising from the sale will be a matter between the grower and the purchaser. 

All leaf dealers, brokers, and cigar manufacturers are col dially invited to 
attend the auction sale, inspect the tobacco, and express their opinions as to 
the commercial value of the leaf.
